Daily News, 
extraordinary high tides ‘and ‘a strong 
wind, from’ the northeast. «threw the 
President McKinley out of. her course 
jast’ Tuesday shortly -afternoon as she 
was passing’the Customs Jetty and forced 
her ngninst the N.¥.K. Mail Wharf. 


adjoining . the’ Jnpanese Consulate 
General, with the result that three Ron- 


toons and, four connecting full-width 
bridges were broken up. -It ,is feared 
tha: eight Chinese were drowned.” *, 
Although the IeKinley was undamaged 
and’ went on her way to Hong Kong a 
few hours later the damage done to the’

A Dollar Tug Amok, 


Besides the accident to the President 
MeKinley, which occurred about 1.30: 
p.m. A large Dollar tug, manceuvring

ed into the beam of a P, & O, tug which 
had just .brought into position an” in- 
coming British liner. The bridge of the 
P. & O. tug was broken up, and after 
striking this boat the Dollar tug.swung 
inte the tail end of 2 group of simpans 
which were being towed up stream by a 
third tug and cut off a part of one of the 
honts.’.

: Abnormal Conditions,_ 


-The unusual.conditions which_prevail- 
ed upan the Huangpu immediately pre- 
ceding the cold snap which came over 
Shanghai are naturally greatly to blame 
for the accident to the President Me- 
Kinley, as the pilot is s cool-headed 
man with years of experience. The 
strong spring tide, which, was increased 
because of an on-shore wind, forced the 
waters of ‘the Huangpu over the side- 
walk in the Public Gardens. »Competent 
observers were of opinion that ‘the fide 
was flowing at‘the rate of ot least seven 
knots an hour. pean ; eo 

The President McKinley, commanded. 
by Captain Lustie, left the Dollar Wharf 


strong ‘flood tide was. felt, it wag-not 
believed thatthe ship was in any serious 
danger und no tugs were obtained ‘to 
assist ita progress. No difficulty, was 
bexperienced wntil' sho approached the 
mouth of Soochow Creek, where the in- 
coming waters, overwhelming the flow of 
the creek produced that: condition com- 
monly Known’ to mariners as. ‘‘ chow 
chow” water, caused by the awirling and 
whirlpools of the two streams’ forced 
meeting at this point. The sharp pro- 
jection of Pootung Point adds to the un- 
usual ‘condition of the river here. 


Ouk of Control. 


The MeKinley could not steam nt more 
than moderate rate of speed and those in
